the man of faith falls on his neck. In 
addition to all this there are two beau- 
tiful stories, the substance of which Is 
taken quite literally from the Bible: 
the pricelessly diverting tale of the 
two fine gentleman. Pharaoh’s chief 
baker and chief butler; and the dark 1 
and enthralling story of Tamar, grand- 
daughter-in-law of the patriarch, with 
whom the old man was "a little bit In 
love.” 

All In all, this fourth volume ts a 
most rich banquet for the mind and 
heart. It gratifies and satisfies: it Is a 
crowded pattern of which every single 
element and ornament has a symbol- 
ism belonging to and required by the 
whole; and it has. as the author makes 
quite clear to us though by Indirec- 
tion, through the pertinence and slg- 1 
nificance of its comment on all life,-
